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PREFACK 



This little vdame may perhaps look retrograde. It has not 
anything like the number of offices, nor the quantity of matter 
to be found elsewhere. It eontains little which is respo^sorial ; 
because even that siAtfll quantity of this beautifiil form of devotion 
which is contained in the Visitation Service is generally often 
impracticable, for the priest has to say the responses, or pass 
them by. Its aim is only to be portable, and legible in dark comers 
of sick rooms, and in almost windowless attics. 

If I could carry several books about with me, which I cannot 
well do ; and if I could trust myself always to find at once the 
right psalm, scripture, prayers, and hymns, I should then take 
with me a Bible, Prayer-book, Hymn-book, and some other book 
of prayers, collects, and litanies, as my companions in visiting. 

But suppose that I take only my Prayer-book and this book, and 
boiTow a Bible in the house, then I ha*ve diminished my difficulty. 
The advantage of borrowing a Bible will be not mefely that of con- 
venience, but "die means of ascertaining whether the bouse contains 
a Bible, and perhaps of using one larger and more legible than a 
pocket volume. ^ Besides, many poor people like to be read to out 
of their own Bibles, and are influenced by the thought that it is 

The old family Bible is becoming a thing of the past. The poor have Bmnll 
Bibles almost illeigible. or lai;ge illuiitrated books too valnable and cumbrons to 
be used. Is it not worth our while to try and st^p tjiis grooving evil, by 
supplying large Bibles, but not too large ? 
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their own. References, however, to Epistles and Gospels are given, 
lest at any time a legible Bible shonld not be obtainable.^ 

Assuming that the service of the Visitation of the Sick is that 
service which we are all bound to use, and which the longer we 
minister we are the more thankful to use, I have tried to make the 
oflSces here printed run parallel with it or correspond to it. It 
may be that, excepting the exhortation, all the service must be 
gone through at once, and the communion of the sick follow 
immediately ; and then the sick person may die without any more 
help from his pastor. It may be that after this he may linger, and 
then the offices here given may be used to make good and perfect 
the necessarily hasty work just described. It may be, and is more 
likely to be the case, that time will serve for a more thorough treats 
ment, that step by step the work may be made good, and that 
additional matter may thus be imported into a visitation which 
is thus spread over some time, and carried out on the lines of out* 
service. 

Thus, after the short exhortation, if there be great agony op 
impatience, a special office may come in and the Visitation Service 
be suspended. So again, in or after the examination of the sick 
man's faith, there may be need of enlargement in trying to brin^^ 
him to thorough repentance, to forgiveness of enemies, to restitu- 
tion, to confession ; appropriate scriptures and prayers may be 
wanted, after which the service could proceed to the end ; all 
which might take up days or weeks. 

Then after all this, if the sick man lives, the work should still 
be progressive, and deeper views of sin, and greater gratitude, and 
faith, and higher views of suffering, and brighter hopes of paradise 
and resurrection and heaven, should be supplied. ^ Alas ! I feel 

If my younger brethren, happy in still havincf th3 power of learning by 
heart and retaining what they learn, would commit psalms and scriptures to 
memory, they would find them invaluable in dark rooms and in sudden un- 
expected visitations, as for example, the penitential ])sa<m3, and Psalms xxii. 
Hli., cxxxix., Isaiah liii., St. John xiv., 1 John i., 2 Corinthians iv. and v. 
The same may be said of colleots and hymns. 
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how often, how commonly rather, my treatment of the sick has 
been variable, discontinuous, inconsistent perhaps, and in result 
Unprogressive. 

It will be observed that in these offices, many psalms, scriptures, 
hymns are supplied, so that the priest has not only a choice, but * 
materials for several visitations with the same special object if he 
wishes to make any step more secure. In some cases the friends 
of the sick might read psalms and scriptures thus suggested for the 
priest during the intervals between his visits. 

In chronic cases, there seems no reason why the invalid should 
hot enjoy at home much of what he loses by his absence from 
church ; and why our ministrations to him should not consist, 
especially at holy seasons or festivals, of portions of the daily 
oi£ces of the Church with the epistle or gospel, a lesson, and 
hymns, and collects well known, understood, and beloved. 

In such cases also, readings from devotional books, adapted and 
simplified whilst being read, are a great resource. 

The order for the Visitation and the Communion of the Sick is 
printed in order to secure a large type, and at the request of one 
very dear to die, that for Private Baptism is added. I shall be 
Very grateful for corrections and suggestions, feeling strongly that 
they are much needed, and thus I commit this little book to the 
kind trial of my brethren. If it is not what they want, let it fail. 
If it is, may it be improved, and may it be blessed.

AD TIEONEM. 



Be calm and gentle in tone and manner; and 
unless the case makes it unsuitable, cheerful. By 
all means avoid the least appearance of hurry. We 
are not bound to do more than we can. One duty 
well done at a time. If however there be a more 
urgent case further on, there is no harm in looking 
in, and saying why you cannot stay. This will 
always be understood and appreciated. 

In extremis begin the Visitation Office at once, 
pausing at times, if needful 

Where there is no immediate danger, the office 
may well be broken oflF, and continued at intervals 
during subsequent visits, with or without the help 
of the services in this book. 

In chronic cases, first give the Salutation, then 
gently inquire after the health of the sick person, how 
he feels, &c. See that he is comfortable in posture ; 
and then, with a change of manner, begin to read.

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2 SUGGESTIONS ON VISITING THE SICK. 

Never shake the bed, nor stand over the patient, 
except to hear what he wishes to say to you. If he 
wants to talk much, sit down by him, or kneel. 

Read slowly, distinctly, softly, making pauses, 
both that the patient may take in fully what is 
said, and gather strength for more. It is well to 
ask, ** Can you hear me ? " and if you are com- 
menting, or addressing the sick man, " Am I plain ? 
Would you like that again ? " 

Do not mind being interrupted. If the patient 
wants his posture changed, let it be done. If he 
speaks to you, listen quietly and answer. You need 
not be afraid to interrupt yourself, break off, and 
speak', if there is a good reason for it. 

Avoid argument. Do not be stiff about religious 
proprieties. It is better to read kneeling, or even 
to pray sitting rather than to exhaust the sick 
person, or agitate him by moving. 

Suggest thoughts, texts, ejaculations to the sick. 

Suggest scriptures, psalms, prayers, &c., for friends 
to use with the patient between your visits. 

Gently discourage friends and nurses from crowd- 
ing round the bed; and ask to be left alone with 
the sick person, when the right;^time comes for this. 

Avoid whispering, and talk about the sick person 
in another room, if possible. 

Ask a dying parent or master to give a few parting 
counsels to those who respect him. 
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If a person is dying, and you are near him, it is 
well to see him repeatedly, by day and by night, 
if he and his friends desire it. Ask them what 
they wish, and then do your best consistently with 
your other work. 

As to the length of visits, no rule can be laid 
down. Generally, the sick man cannot bear more 
than ten or fifteen minutes. You must observe him, 
and see what he wishes, neither letting him think 
you in a hurry to be gone, nor wearying him by 
remaining. 

When you communicate the sick person, do what 
•you fairly can to have your surplice and stole and 
holy vessels ; but do not consider them indispensable, 
nor ever put off the sacrament for want of them, 
when the case becomes urgent, either by the nature 
of the sickness, or the earnest desire of the sick 
person. Set the table at a convenient distance 
from the bed. Let your ritual be as simple as 
possible. Place the communicants so as not to in- 
terfere with your movements. Find their places 
for them in their books, if they are likely to need 
this assistance. Ask them to remain kneeling during 
the whole service. Have the sick person propped 
up, if he wishes it; or wait for this to be done just 
before he communicates. Let his portion of the 
Eucharist be small. Have a spoon at hand, if he 
is likely to be unable to partake from the Chalice.

Allow him plenty of time before lie begins to com- 
municate, and between each act, and pause after- 
wards for him to revive before you proceed. Do 
not make a point of his hearing everything; but 
be very distinct and slow during the confession, 
absolution, prayer of lowly access, consecration, 
and blessing, which last you will say turning 
towards him. When the service is over, cleanse 
the vessels in another room, if possible ; and leave 
the sick room without conversing. A smile and a 
pressure of the hand will suffice, with God bless 
you, ray dear friend, or good-bye, unless the sick 
person seems to wish you to stay; and as a rule- 
the sick man's wish is our law. There must be 
a strong reason indeed to justify our not doing 
what he desires.

Sanctify, we beseech Thee, this Thy Fatherly cor- 
rection to Mm ; that the sense of his weakness may 
add strength to his faith, and seriousness to his 
repentance : That, if it shall be Thy good pleasure 
to restore him to his former health, he may lead the 
residue of his life in Thy fear, and to Thy glory : or 
else, give him grace so to take Thy. visitation, that, 
after this painful life ended, he may dwell with Thee 
in life everlasting ; through Jesus Christ our Lord. 
Amen. 

Then shall the Minister exhort the sick person qfteft 
this jform, or other like, 

DEARLY beloved, know this, that Almighty God 
is the Lord of life and death, and of all things 
to them pertaining, as youth, strength, health, age, 
weakness, and sickness. Wherefore, whatsoever your 
sickness is, know you certainly, that it is God's 
visitation. And for what cause soever this sickness 
is sent unto you ; whether it be to try your patience 
for the example of others, and that your faith may 
be found in the day of the Lord laudable, glorious, 
and honourable, to the increase of glory and endless 
felicity ; or else it be sent unto you to correct and 
amend in you whatsoever doth oflfend the eyes of 
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your heavenly Father ; know you certainly, that if 
you truly repent you of your sins, and bear your 
sickness patiently, trusting in God's mercy for His 
dear Son Jesus Christ's sake, and render unto Him 
humble thanks for His fatherly visitation, submitting 
yourself wholly unto His will, it shall turn to your 
profit, and help you forward in the right way that 
leadeth unto everlasting life. 

If the person visited he very sick, then the CurcUe may 
end his exhortation in this place, or else proceed. 

TAKE therefore in good part the chastisement of 
the Lord: For (as Saint Paul saith in the 
twelfth chapter to the Hebrews) whom the Lord 
loveth He chasteneth, and scourgeth every son whom 
He receiveth. If ye endure chastening, God dealeth 
with you as with sons ; for what son is he whom the 
Father chasteneth not ? But if ye be without chastise- 
ment, whereof all are partakers, then are ye bastards 
and not sons. Furthermore, we have had fathers of 
our flesh, which corrected us, and we gave them 
xeverence : shall we not much rather be in subjection 
unto the Father of spirits, and live ? For they verily 
for a few days chastened us after their own pleasure ; 
but He for our profit, that we might be partakers of 
His holiness. These words, good brother, are written 
in holy Scripture for our comfort and instruction ; 
that we should patiently, and with thanksgiving. 
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bear our heavenly Father's correction, whensoever 
by any manner of adversity it shall please His 
gracious goodness to visit us. And there should be no 
greater comfort to Christian persons, than to be made 
like unto Christ, by suffering patiently adversities, 
troubles, and sicknesses. For He Himself went not 
up to joy, but first He suffered pain ; He entered not 
into His glory before He was crucified. So truly our 
way to eternal joy is to suffer here with Christ ; and 
our door to enter into eternal life is gladly to die 
with Christ ; that we may rise again from death, and 
dwell with Him in everlasting life. Now therefore, 
taking your sickness, which is thus profitable for you, 
patiently, I exhort you, in the Name of God, to 
remember the profession which you made unto God 
in your Baptism. And forasmuch as after this life 
there is an account to be given unto the righteous 
Judge, by whom all must be judged, without respect 
of persons, I require you to examine yourself and 
your estate, both toward God and man ; so that, 
accusing, and condemning yourself for your own 
£smlt8, you may find mercy at our heavenly Father's 
hand for Christ's sake, and not be accursed and 
condemned in that fearful judgment. Therefore 
I shall rehearse to you the Articles of our Faith, 
that you may know whether you do believe as a 
Christian man should, or no. 
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Eere the Minister shall rehearse the Articles of the 
Faith, saying thus, 

DOST thou believe in God the Father Almighty, 
Maker of heaven and earth ? 

And in Jesus Christ His only-begotten Son our 
Lord ? And that He was conceived by the Holy 
Ghost, born of the Virgin Mary ; that He suffered 
under Pontius Pilate, was crucified, dead, and buried ; 
that He went down into hell, and also did rise again 
the third day; that He ascended into heaven, and 
sitteth at the right hand of God the Father Almighty ; 
and from thence shall come again at the end of the 
world, to judge the quick and the dead ? 

And dost thou believe in the Holy Ghost; the 
Holy Catholic Church ; the Communion of Saints ; 
the Remission of sins ; the Resurrection of the flesh ; 
and everlasting life after death ? 

The sick person shall a/nswer, 
All this I steadfastly believe. 

Then shall the Minister examine whether he repent him 
truly of his sins, a/nd he in cha/rity with all the world/ 
exhorting him to forgive from the bottom of his hea/rt, all 
persons that have offended him ; and if he hath offcTided 
am/y other, to ash them forgiveness ; a/nd where he hath done 
injwry or wrong to any mam>, that he make amiends to the 
tUtermost of his power. And if he hath not hrfore disposed 
of his goods, let him then he admonished to Tnake hie 
Will, a/nd to declare his Debts, wliat he oweth and what 
is owing unto him; for the better discha/rging of his 
conscience, a/nd the quietness of his Eocecutors. BtU men 
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ahovld often he put in rememhrcmce to take order for the 
settling of their temporal estates, whilst they a/re in health, « 

These words h^ore rehea/rsed may he said h^ore the 
Minister hegin his Pra/yer^ as he shall see cause. 

The Minister should not omit earnestly to move such 
sick persons a>s a/re of ahility to he liberal to the poor. 

Here shall the sick person he moved to m/ike a special 
Confession of his sins, if he feel his conscience troubled 
with any weighty matter. After which Confession, the 
Priest shall ahsolve him (if he hvmtly a/nd heartily desire 
it) after this sort, 

OUR Lord Jesus Christ, who hath left power to 
His Church to absolve all sinners who truly 
repent and believe in Him, of His great mercy forgive 
thee thine offences : And by His authority committed 
to me, I absolve thee from all thy sins, In the Name 
of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost. Amen. 

And then the Priest 'shall say the Collect follovnng. 

Let us pray. 

OMOST merciful God, who, according to the 
multitude of Thy mercies, dost so put away 
the sins of those who truly repent, that Thou re- 
memberest them no more ; Open Thine eye of mercy 
upon this Thy servant, who most earnestly desireth 
pardon and forgiveness. Renew in him, most loving 
Father, whatsoever hath been decayed by the fraud 
and malice of the devil, or by his own carnal will and 
frailness ; preserve and continue this sick member in 
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tlie unity of the Church ; consider his oontrition, 
accept Ms teaxs, asswage his pain, as shall seem to 
Thee most expedient for Jwm. And forasmuch as he 
putteth Ms fiill trust only in Thy mercy, impute not 
unto Mm his former sins, but strengthen him with 
Thy blessed Spirit ; and when Thou art pleased to 
take Mm hence, take Mm unto Thy favour, through 
the merits of Thy most dearly beloved Son Jesus 
Christ our Lord. Am^n. 

T^hen shall the Minister say this Psodm.
